In  addition,  two  big  Toronto 
department  stores  announced 
they  were  reducing  some  prices 
to  make  them  com  petit  tve.  Their 
announcement  did  not  list  the 
Items  concerned,  nor  dld  it  specify 
the  amounts  of  the  price  cuts. 

Merchants  across  the  country 
said  they  believed  there  would 
be  uo  Immediate  response  to  the 
new  legislation  prohibiting  re- 
sole price  maintenance. 

Many,  did  not  anticipate  much 
change  except  In  Instances  where 
storekeepers  found  themselves 
in  certain  Item*  and  made  *ea- 
aonal  price  cuts.

Individuals  have  much 
greater  resources  within  than  they  com- 
monly give  themselves  credit  for,  and  this 
reserve  of  self-help  is  not  only  the  most 
immediately  accessible,  but  also  the  most 
practical  for  each  one.  Long  before  we 
lean  upon  others  for  advice  we  should  think 
matters  through  for  ourselves.  There  are 
few  problems  that  are  not  soluble  when  one 
gets  to  work  on  them,  and  the  emphasis 
there  is  on  the  next,  considered  step.

In  recent 
years  it  has  become  the  custom  of  police  and 
press  at  this  time  to  warn  motorists  of  the 
danger  of  driving  after  partaking  of  enough 
New  Year  cheer  to  raise  any  doubt  as  to 
their  ability  to  drive  with  complete  safety. 
The  emphasis,  as  it  should  be.  has  been  on 
the  risk  of  death  or  injury  to  others  and 
to  themselves. 

This  New  Year  a new  reason  has  been 
added  for  motorists  to  be  prudent.  Even 
though  he  may  be  far  from  drunk,  a driver 
who  has  been  drinking  renders  himself  liable 
to  severe  penalty  under  the  new  section  of 
the  Criminal  Code  which  makes  it -an 
offense  to  drive  while  faculties  are  impaired 
by  alcohol.  Hitherto  at  festive  seasons  it 
has  been  a fairly  general  practice  f6r  police 


but  also  because  of  difficulty  of  proving  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  courts,  as  required  by 
the  Criminal  Code  in  its  earlier  form,  that 
an  offending  driver  had  been  actually  drunk. 

Those  days  are  past.  Any  motorist  who 
drives  after  drinking  enough  to  make  him 
just  a little  less  efficient  in  any  of  his 
faculties  is  now-  liable  to  conviction  under 
the  new'  section.  For  impaired  driving  the 
courts  here  have  been  levying  fines  as  high 
as  $300,  plus  license  suspensions  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  provincial  authorities,  some- 
times in  cases  where  there  had  been  neither 
accident  nor  Injury. 

That  would  be  a high  price  to  pay  for 
New  Year  festivity.

Despite 
setbacks,  a truce  will  be  hammered 
X>ut  In  Korea.  Danger  of  deliberate 
Russian  action  which  would  provoke 
war  it  less  likely.  But  Western  re- 
armament, which  Is  having  ihe  de- 
terring effect  on  Russia,  is  also  dam- 
aging free  Europe's  economy.  Thus, 
bolstering  Europe  economically  will  be 
one  of  the  main  tasks  of  1952. 

Defense : Last  year's  effort  all  over 
again,  and  more.  U hi  ted  States  re- 
armament was  In  full  stride  in  1951; 

Canada's  will  be  in  1952.  And  despite 
official  denials  to  date,  likelihood  is 
Canada  will  do  more  for  N.A.T.O . 
mainly  because  she's  one  of  the  few 
countries  capable  of  carrying  a heavier 
defense  burden. 

Supply:  Continued  shortage*  of  ateel. 
non-ferrous  metals  and  sulphur,  and 
spotty,  temporary  shortages  in  otheT 
materials  like  those  recently  In  cement 
and  nails. 

Cantrola:  None  on  prices,  but  con- 
tinuing control  of  steel  by  mil!  schedul- 
ing and  directives,  of  copper  ^nd  aluml- 
nam  by  order  approval,  and  spot  direc- 
tion of  miscellaneous  supplies.

A Year  Later

A in  YEAR  has  passed  since  Herbert 
Hoover  began  the  great  debate  on 
troops  to  Europe.  That  argument.  It 
will  be  remembered,  was  launched  Irt  a 
moment  when  the  fear  of  war  breaking 
out  in  Europe  was  at  IhT  maximum. 
That  fear,  which  never  swept  Western 
Europe  as  it  did  the  United  States,  ha* 
subsided.  For  that,  at  least,  we  may 
be  thankful  during  this  holiday  season. 

We  may  also  gain  some  wisdom  If 
we  review  the  outcome  and  results  of 
that  debate  and  seek  the  reasons  why 
the  fear  that  pooeesaed  os  last  year 
has  subsided. 

The  debate  Itself,  whicfP  was  finally 
resolved  In  Congreaa.  was  inconclusive. 
Neither  side  won  what  It  sought. 
Hoover's  advice  that  we  should  avoid 
the  danger  of  a land  war  that  we  could 
not  win  was  not  followed,  because  we 
did  agree  to  send  a number  of  divisions 
to  Europe.  But  st  the  same  time  Presi- 
dent Truman  lost  his  fight  to  send, 
without  the  authorization  of  Congreaa, 
•n  indeterminate  number  of  ground 
troop*  to  Western  Europe.  The  final 
decision  was  a compromise. 

Certainly,  we  cannot  attribute  our 
added  sense  of  security  to  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  In  arming  Europe. 
About  all  that  there  is  to  show  for  our 
effort  and  money  is  the  fine  Eisen- 
hower headquarter*  in  Pari*.  Western 
Europe  has  hardly  added  anything 
tangible  to  Its  armed  strength.  If  Ota 
Intention  of  the  Soviet  is  to  conquer 
Europe.  It  surely  would  have  done  ao 
before  this. 

Perhaps  the  President  and  those  wha 
were  most  ardent  In  supporting  him  In 
last  year's  debate  will  answer  that  the 
Soviet  has  been  deterred  by  the  fact 
that  w*  hgv-e  expressed  a determination 
to  fight  If  Western  Europe  la  attarked. 
Rut  that  waa  not  the  real  isaua  in  tha 
debate  at  alL  Both  Taft  and  Hoover 
asorrted  thal  we  were  committed  when 
the  North  Atlantic  Pact  was  adopted. 
The  argutqgnt  was  largely  a matter  of 
method.  The  Soviet  knew  all  along 
that  we  would  fight. 

The  reason  why  our  fear  haa  tub- 
aided,  therefore,  muat  be  a reconsidera- 
tion of  all  the  factors  Involved.  We  see 
now  and  we  should  have  seen  then  thal 
the  real  Interesta  of  the  Soviet  lie  in 
avoiding  a general  war.  We  have  In 
short,  overcome  our  fear  by  a right 
uoe  of  our  reason.  That  doe*  not  mean 
that  we  can  be  Indlffescnt  to  the  pos- 
sible danger  of  a general  war.  Our 
prawn!  attitude  ia  an  alert  medium 
between  irrational  fear  and  *en*elrs* 
Indiflerencf  That  Is  one  reason  why 
the  r are  better  holidays  than  thoa#  of

When  the  federation  was  formed  in  1867  the 
powers  of  the  Canadian  parliament  (a  legislative, 
hut  not  a constituent  body)  were  set  forth  In  the 
British  North  America  Act  by  the  British  perils, 
ment.  Paragraphs  55  and  56  of  that  act  gave  the 
Crown  the  right,  on  the  advice  of  tha  ministers 
resident  let  Great  Britain,  to  annul  any  act  passed 
by  the  Canadian  legislature,  and.  at  that' right  was 
avarcissd  on  occasions.  It  is  quite  evident  Canada 
did  not  enjoy  "legislative  independence  absolute, " 
but  bowed  to  the  will  of  a superior  authority.

The  .22-eallbr*  bullet  whldi 
accidentally  and  tragically  killed 
10- year-old  Donald  Melville 
Cowx  In  Saanich  Sunday  after- 
noon was  the  last  of  a full ' two 
boxes  which  the  dead  boy  and 
hi*  playmate  had  fired 
With  tears  In  his  eyes,  12-year 
eld  Ernest  Gibson  told  SaAnich 
police  how  the  rifle  accidentally 
fired  and  killed  young  Cowx. 

The  two  boy^  armed  with  ihe 
rifle  and  a substantial  supply  of 
ammunition,  went  Into  the 
wooded  area  behind  their  homes 
on  Piedmont  Road.  R~R.  2,  Royal 
Oak.  For  some  time  they  shot 
at  stump  targets. 

Gibson  put  the  bullet  In  the 
gun  and  left  the  holt  open.  He 
handed  It  to  his  companion  who 
cloaed  the  bolt  and  put  it  down.
